FAMOUS P O LIT IC A L PHRASE. 


In D ifferent F o rm » by L in co ln , Tb« *- 
o do r« * P ark er am i W eb ster. 
In a letter headed “ Not Lincoln’s 
•>wn Words,” a correspondent points 
cut that the words “ government of the 
people, by the people, fur the people, ** 
in the famous Getty sburg address were 
not original with Lincoln. He attempts 
to further show that they were original 
with Henry Wilson, and were quoted by 
Lincoln from a letter w ritten in 18 00 
by Wilson to certain persons in Boston. 
In a speech delivered at the New 
England antislavery convention, Boston, 
May 29 , 18 50, by Theodore Parker, may 
be found the ex pression “ a government 
of all the people, by all the people, for 
all the people,” the ex act language, 
with the ex ception of one word, of that 
ascribed to Wilson and employ ed by 
Lincoln. But still further back had the 
same idea been ex pressed iu substantial­ 
ly the same way by Daniel Webster in 
one of his most splendid oratorical ef­ 
forts, whose every phrase was familiar 
to all patriotic Americans long before 
Parker uttered his speech or Wilson 
wrote hi- letter. 
In his second speech 
on Foot’s resolution, Jan. 20, 
18 8 0, 
Websti r used these words, "T he people’s 
government, made for the people, made 
by the people and answerable to the 
people. ” 
The phrase discussed belongs no more 
to Wilson than to Lincoln. 
The words 
can no more be said to have been 
“ quoted” by Lincoln from Wilson than 
from Parker or Webster. 
Lincoln was 
fam iliar with the writings and speeches i 
of Parker. 
He had probably never seen j 
this particular letter of Wilson’s. 
That j 
his language shonld be ex actly the same : 
as that of the latter was a coincidence, ! 
but probably nothing more. The phrase 
was merely the ex pression, in the sim ­ 
plest, most direct language, of tin* glo­ 
rious w>r popular and familiar idea of 
the constitution and object of our form 
of government. 
The ex pression cannot 
be ascribed to any one man. 
Lincoln 
does not give the statement as a positive 
declaration—as a new coined phrase in 
tended to add to his laurels as a public 
speaker, but uses the words us descrip­ 
tive of our government in uttering the

His speech, which has 
been declared to be the greatest in the 
rwords of oratory of our own or any 
other country , was so not because it was 
the labored and polished effort of a 
practiced orator, but because of the 
greatness of the man, as a man, who 
uttered it.— Washington Star.

A so rt o f shudder passed thro ugh the 
ranks when it was seen to who m the 
mo st unpleasant duty had fallen— a 
graduate o f Dublin university, a lead­ 
ing barrister, Higinbo tham, and a grad­ 
uate o f Cambridge, the secretary o f the 
educatio n department, Budd. 
The o rderly sergeant asked the o fficer 
if he might be permitted to find vo lun­ 
teers to take this wo rk o ff their hands, 
adding that ho co uld easily find 40.

yo ung bricklayer and a yo ung labo rer 
came fo rward, but they co uld no t per­ 
suade Private Higinbo tham. 
“ B udd,” said he, “ they want to re­ 
lieve us o f this wo rk because it is dis­ 
agreeable.

And the best educated men in the co un­ 
try marched to the butcher’s, waited 
fo r the meat and bro ught it back skew­ 
ered o n their ramro ds. 


A stronom ical P hotography . 
In astro no mical pho to graphy the mo st 
startling 
figures 
co nfro nt us. 
Stars 
which to tho eye are invisible, even 
with tho mo st po werful telesco pe, are 
readily depicted o n the pho to graphic 
plate used in co njunctio n with the tele- 
sco p« — as an example, Dr. G ill’s pho to ­ 
graph o f the nebula near Argus. It will 
give .so me idea o f the number o f stars 
sho wn by this pho to graph to mentio n 
that the space o f the sky that wo uld be 
co vered by a shilling held at a r m ’s 
length fro m tho « ye co ntains no less 
than 
200,000 
stars, scarcely o ne o f 
which wo uld be visible to the unaided 
eye. 
Sir Ro bert Ball said in a lecture de­ 
livered by him in 1894 that amo ng such 
“ invisible” stars, pho to graphs o f which 
he had sho wn his audience, there were 
many sunk into space to a distance so in ­ 
co nceivable that if the glad tidings o f 
the first Christmas in Bethlehem, 1,894 
years ago , had been telegraphed to them 
at the speed at which light travels, 
abo ut seven times aro und the wo rld in 
a seco nd, yet tho se stars were at a dis­ 
tance so o verwhelmingly great that the 
news wo uld no t yet have reached its 
destinatio n. 
These distances were no t 
wildly guessed at, but were the results 
o f years o f labo r o n the part o f tho 
astro no mer and the mathematician.— 
Chambers’ Jo urnal. 


Zebras Stronger T h a n Horses. 
Tho zebra is an almo st inco rrigible 
little beast, and up to no w all attempts 
to train it to wo rk have had small suc­ 
cess.

Bo ers find that the zebra is capable 
o f greater mo vement than the ho rse and 
is no t so susceptible to disease. Strange 
to say, the little striped beast is also 
stro nger than the 
ho rse, tho ugh its 
weight is less than o ne-half that o f tho 
o ther draft animal.—Strand Magazine.

buildings in case the Conn tv Seat » hall be 
moved to Amboy, and the amount of 
valid subscriptions uj>on this list is. » o far 
as we can learn le» s than one-fourth of 
the necessary cost of buildings in case of 
removal, and all of it we believe to be un 
collectable by law. 
Yet the advocates of 
Court House removal have magnified and 
multiplied the importance of this trifling: 
subscription list to influence the voters of 
the county. 
Now let u> look calmly at the » filiation 
as it will stand in case of a vote for re 
moval. 
The value of the present Court 
House grounds in Dix on now occupied by 
the county is at least $40,000, 
The cost 
and present value of the J ail and J ail 
grounds i» $30,000. 
The value <>f the fix ­ 
tures and appurtenances which removal 
would render valueless is $5,Ooo. making 
:t total valuation of property which will 
have to be abandoned by the county in 
ca» e of removal amounting to $75,oOO. and 
not including anv valuation upon the old 
Court House budding. 
Can there be any possible advantage 
financially in removing the County Seat 
from Dix on and abandoning $75,000 of 
county property, simply to get the benefit 
of a donation from Amboy on which con­ 
ceding it to be legally collectable, not one- 
third that amount can be collected. 
In 
addition to thi» the * \pense of temporary 
quarter» while buildings are being erected 
a’ Amboy will be no » mall burden to the 
tax payers and it will he an ex pense that 
c innot be obviated in case of removal. 
Tue opponents of Dix on in this contest 
have persistently claimed and are claiming 
that to retain the County Seal at Dix on 
would compel the county to build a new 
Court House at a cost of *100,000. 
We desire to call the attention of the 
voters to the fact that however much the 
citizens of Dix on may de-ire a new Court 
House, tin* decision as to whether one 
shall be erected rests entirely with the 
Hoard of Supervisors to settle. 
The people of the several towns in Lee 
County can control that matter entirely 
by their representatives on the Board, and 
the people of Dix on having only three 
votes out of the whole membership of the 
Board, cannot in any manner control or 
influence the action of the Board in that 
matter. 
Furthermore, it i» true that the 
amount to be ex pended in the erection of 
a new Court House in case one should be 
built, is entirely within the control of the 
Board of Supervisor» . 
They may at their 
discretion refuse to build, or if they should 
! at any time decide to build may limit the 
amount to any sum they see tit. or may 
establish any conditions they see fit before 
building. 
But this is not by any means 
the 
only restraint which the voters of Lee 
I County possess over the erection of a new 
building. 
Sections 27, 28 and 40 of Chapter 34 of 
: the Revised Statutes of Illinois provide 
that no tax of the amount which would 
be necessary for Court House purposes 
can be levied, and that no bonds can be 
issued by the county without the question 
I of levying such tax or the issuing such 
bonds being first submitted to the legal 
voters of the county at a general election. 
A vote to retain the County seat at 
Dix on does not therefore in any manner 
settle or decide the question whether a 
new Court House shall be built or when 
it shall be built. 
The people of Dix on 
are willing to leave that question for fu­ 
ture settlement believing that their inter­ 
ests are identical with the interests of 
every town in the county in the protection 
of the public records and the convenience 
of the public business. 
Now let us ex amine into tin* position in 
which Lee County will be placed in case 
the 
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The County of Lee in the State of Illi­ 
nois was organized by an act of the Leg- ! 
islature. February 27, 1*39. 
and 
three 
commissioners, one fiom Cook County, 
one from Bureau and the other from 
Whiteside, were appointed to locate the 
county seat. 
The law required them to ' 
locate it with due regard to the settlements 
and convenience of the population of the 
county. 
They located the county seat, on 
the first Monday of May of that year, in 
the then town, now City of Dix on, where 
it has since remained. 
The act creating 
the county, required the owner of the j 
ground, on which the court house was 
located, to donate the same to the county j 
for that purpose, and to pay tin* county 
the sum of $3.500, for the erection of the 
public buildings of the county. 
Both 
these gifts were made by J ohn Dix on, the 
founder of the city, which bears hi» hon­ 
ored name. 
A deed was ex ecuted by him 
and hi» wife. March 7. 1*40 in compliance 
with that law, which conveyed the block 
of gr und on which the court house has 
stood for nearly 56 years, to Lee County, 
which is recorded in book A of deeds, 
page 10. 
By this deed of conveyance, as 
well as by the long possession of this 
laud, the county has acquired a perfect 
title to it for the purpose of a court house. 
About the year 186. an addition of 30x 50 
feet was built to the south side of the 
court house and without any cost to the 
county. 
Several years later a lot was 
purchased and the present jail building 
was erected by the county at a cost of 
about $25,000. 
Improvements on the jail, 
since made, have cost the county about 
$5.000. 
Dix on is a large and rapidly growing 
city with a population of about one third 
the entire population of the county. 
It 
ha.» two trunk lines of railroad, the Chi­ 
cago & North-Western and the Illinois 
Central, the one a double and the other a 
single track and eleven passenger trains 
on the former and six on the latter run 
through it every day. Forty freight trains 
go over the North-Western and six teen 
trains over the Illinois Central, several of 
which, on each road, carry passengers. 
It has long and short distance telephones, 
which enable the people of th£ county to 
talk with the people all over tin* United 
States. 
It is the railroad, the business, 
and the manufacturing center of 
the 
county. 
It is more convenient and read­ 
ily accessible to more people of the coun­ 
ty than any other point and is, therefore, 
the center of the population of the county. 
It is the center of the tax able valuation of 
the county. 
It is located upon beautiful 
hills and along one of the most beautiful 
rivers in the world, which furnish the 
means of perfect drainage. 
Its ex tensive 
water-works supplies it with the purest 
and best artesian water and means of ex ­ 
tinguishing tires. 
Its electric light and 
gas plants afford the most desirable means 
of lighting the streets and private and 
public buildings. 
A more desirable site 
for a court house can nowhere be found. 
It is high and dry and covered with beau­ 
tiful trees and affords complete sewerage. 
The hard roads leading to Dix on from all 
directions and its natural scenery are not °* a vote t0 remove the County Seat. 
The vote having been decided in favor 
surpassed by any locality in tin* country. 
It has one of the oldest plow factories in 
the United States, and the largest Con­ 
densed Milk factory in tlie world. 
It has 
large shoe factories, and other large fac­ 
tories 
which create business relations 
with the people in all parts of the coun­ 
try. 
Its hotel accommodations are ex cel­ 
lent and equal to those of any city of its 
size. 
Its schools and colleges bring peo­ 
ple from all sections of the country. 
It» 
large and numerous churches afford op­ 
portunity to those whose business may 
detain them over Sunday, and who may 
so desire, to enjoy religious services. 
Its 
public library and University Ex tension j 
Lecture Courses and Young Men’s Chris­ 
tian Association give advantages to those 
in pursuit of mental improvement. 
It» 
large and elegant Opera House and the I 
entertainments so frequently therein giv­ 
en, furnish the means of amusement to 
the pleasure seeker» of the county. 
It» 
substantial 
mercantile interests bring' 
many people to it on business from all 
j 
parts of the county. 
It is the center of a 
territory comprising some of the finest * 
farming lands in America. 
Bu t it is otherwise with the City of Am 
boy . which contains le-s than one-tenth 
of "the popu lation of the cou nty , and i» 
not tin* bu siness center nor the center of 
popu lation of the cou nty . 
Neither i- it 
the railroad center nor the manu factu ring 
center. 
It is located u pon low lands and 
su rrou nded by a poor agricu ltu ral cou n­ 
try . 
It has only one train of passenger 
cars daily over one of it» lines of railroad. 
It- hotel accommodations are poor and 
inadeq u ate. 
It has bu t few ehu rche» and 
no colleges. 
It i» not convenient and ac- 
ees-ible to the majority of the people of 
the cou nty . It is and has been, decreasing 
in popu lation, bu siness and wealth. 
The location of the Cou rt Hou se at 
Dixon has for tiitx -i.\ y ears proved satis 
factory to the citizens of Lee Cou nty ; y et 
notwithstanding the preeminent su perior­ 
ity of Dixon for that pu rpose in all the 
req u irements of the pu blic bu siness, cer­ 
tain citizens of Amboy have circu lated a 
petition asking for n removal of the Cou n­ 
ty Seat from its present magnificent site. 
In order to secure signers to this pe­ 
tition they promised to raise $100,006 to 
be presented to the county. 
They prom- 
to furnish a guaranty to be filed with 
the Board of Supervisors. 
They prom­ 
ised that Amboy would pay the entire 
cost of new county buildings and that 
Amboy would insure the voters of the 
county against any ex pense in removal. 
They promised that the necessary obli­ 
gations to insure the fulfillment of these 
pledges should be filed with the County 
Court or the Board of Supervisors and 
that every signer to the petition should 
be protected from all tax ation by the 
bond they would furnish for that purpose. 
They have fu rther stated that to keep 
the Cou rt Hou se in Dixon wou ld entail an 
enormou s tax u pon the citizens of Lee 
Cou nty which the erection of a new 
bu ilding wou ld req u ire, and by raising h 
preju dice against Dixon throu gh this a r­ 
gu ment and by making extravagant prom 
isos as to what Amboy wou ld pay for the 
Cou nty Seat they have su cceeded in ob­ 
taining enou gh signers to their petition to 
warrant the Cou nty Cou rt in calling an 
election u pon Nov. 10, 1*96. 
Up to thi» date the representatives of 
Amboy have not in any manner fu lfilled 
their promises to the signers of their pe­ 
tition. 
They have filed no bond either 
with the Board of Su pervisors or with the 
Cou nty Cou rt. 
They have not raised any 
cash. ’ They have done nothing bu t to 
circu late a su bscription li-t by which the 
signers have obligated themselves to pay 
certain sum» to aid in the erection of new 


of Amboy, the present County buildings 
must of course at once be abandoned and 
quarters must he secured at Amboy for 
the county business. 
The Board of Su­ 
pervisors will at once proceed to call upon 
Amboy to fulfill her pledges. 
Some will 
pay their subscriptions; others may reply 
that the money will be paid in when con­ 
venient to the subscribers. 
An attempt to 
collect may prove ineffectual and suits 
may be brought to enforce the collection. 
Thè people of Lee County will then dis­ 
cover that the payment of money directly 
or indirectly to influence the voters at an 
election is a violation of lawr; that the 
promise to pav money for such purpose 
i- based upon an illegal consideration; and 
that no bond, contract, subscripti >n list, 
or promise to pay, based upon that kind 
of a pledge, can be collected or enforced in 
the Courts. 
But when this discovery is 
made it will be too late to remedy the 
mistake. The County Seat will have been 
irrevocably changed and under the law' 
no election can change it hack for a per­ 
iod of ten years. 
The county will then be 
compelled to suffer tax ation, not only to 
erect a new Court House bu ilding, but 
also to purchase Court 
Hou se grounds, 
J ail and J ail grou nds and fixtu res. 
The citizens of Dixon therefore believe 
that u pon a calm reflection of this matter, 
voter.» and taxpay ers will see the wisdom 
of retaining the Cou nty Scat at its pre-ent 
location. 
We have labored with ou r best 
efforts, and are still laboring, to make 
Di xon the model city of this section of the 
state, and as su ch it shou ld continu e to be 
the Cou nty Seat, and we address to y ou 
this circu lar, believing that y ou will ree 
ognize ou r honorable intention to deal 
fairly and generou sly with the people of 
the cou nty on all q ue s tion» of ou r mu tu al 
interest, and believing that y ou will have 
faith in ou r cau se and will stand with u s 
in this election. 


Q u eer F acts A b ou t Air. 
The celebrated chemist of the six ­ 
teenth century who argued that it would 
be impossible for us to live on the 
earth’s surface if the atmosphere should 
suddenly increase to tw ice its present 
thickness could not have been far wrong, 
after all—that is, if the ex periments of 
Dr. Aruott are to be taken as conclu­ 
sive. In his observations on atmospheric 
pressure at the bottoms of the deep 
mining shafts of Europe, Professor Ar- 
nott has found that the change between 
the readings of a barometer at the bot­ 
tom of a 4,000 foot shaft and one at the 
surface is great enough to warrant him 
in making the statement that air at the 
bottom of a shaft 20 miles deep would 
be as dense as water. 
Figuring on the 
same ratio, he finds that if a hole could 
be sunk 40 mile» into the bowels of the 
earth the density of the air at the bot- 
t m would be as great as that of quick­ 
silver.—St. Louis Republic.

It is not generally known, even in 
California, that millions of dollars in 
glittering gold are annually taken from 
rude heaps <f base looking quartz by 
the gentle flowing of crystal water over 
huge piles of broken reck.- that contain 
the precious metal, but such is the fact. 
“ The process ®f robbing the earth of 
its gold has now been minced to such a 
fine point,” said Professor Price, “ that 
the gentle flowing of water over the ore 
gleans it of its golden treasures, and 
this works well in eases where the old 
chloride and other methods are not so 
ust ful. ” 
But the water of which Professor 
Price spoke is not so pure as it looks, 
though the eye could never distinguish 
it from that which is dipped by the old 
oaken bucket from a well in the deep 
tangled wildwond. 
The water used by 
miners in bringing gold from piles of 
mineral bearing quartz is charged with a 
simple chemical which has the potency 
to dissolve gold and hold it in solution. 
In truth, the sparkling liquid which 
flows over hundreds of tons of quartz, 
trickles through the mines and seeks its 
level, laden with gold, is charged with 
a deadly poison, cyanide of potassium, 
a drug which ferrets out. the minutest 
particles of the ytllow metal, dissolves 
them and brings the pm*ious burden to 
the vats for conversion into refined gold 
again. 
The cyanide process is as noiseless and 
unerring as the laws of gravitation, do­ 
ing its work as quietly as “ the majestic 
dance of the hours, ” unhindered by 
darkness or weather, by disasters of field 
or flood. 
The state mining bureau of California 
was one of the first in the United States 
to investigate the merits of the cyanide 
process, and since the earliest investiga­ 
tions the method has found ex tensive 
application. It is so interesting that its 
results are nothing less than marvelous. 
This method of ex tracting both gold and 
silver from ores is based on the fact that 
even a very weak solution of cyanide of 
potassium dissolves gold 
and silver, 
forming 
respectively 
“ auro - potassic 
cyanide” and “ argento-potassic cyan­ 
ide,” in the language of the chemists. 
This interesting process consists of 
treating the ores with a weak solution 
of potassium cyanide, usually by allow­ 
ing the solution to percolate through the 
ore, or by agitating a mix ture of the 
ore and solution. When this part of the 
operation is completed, the solution is 
separated from the solid material, and 
the gold and silver are precipitated in a 
metallic form. 
Tho process is modern 
in its application, though it has long 
been known that cyanide of potassium 
would “ eat gold.” During the last five 
years, however, the process has been 
introduced into almost every goldflold 
in Calforuia and elsewhere, and more 
than $20,000,000 have been recovered 
by the gentle flowing of waters charged 
with the magical chemical over heaps of 
ore. Aside from the thoroughness of the 
permeating water method, its economy 
is a marked feature in mining. 
It is in 
great favor with the gold mining com­ 
panies of New Zealand and at J ohannes­ 
burg, Africa, as well as in California. 
(fiie of the most advantageous features 
of the cyanide method is that it can be 
applied to many gold and silver ores g« *n- 
erally called “ rebellious” or “ refrac­ 
tory. ” The rebellious ore is placed in a 
vat for percolation, and the solution is 
run preferably from the bottom by a 
pipe, rising slowly through the ore. The 
solution 
containing 
gold 
is carried 
through precipitating appliances into 
the final reservoir, where, robbed of its 
wealth of metal, it may be repumped 
into ore vats and again used fur search­ 
ing out the coveted metal. 
One of the cu riou s things abou t the 
solu tionis that a total percentage not 
stronger than an eighth of i per cent 
will carry away the gold almost as well 
as flu id of greater strength. 
Precipitation is effect« d by tho use of 
fine pieces of zinc, so arranged that 
when the rich waters flow over them tho 
fine gold clu st* rs in rich deposits over 
the zinc, for which it has an affinity . 
The gold which thu s deserts the waters 
of cy anide deposits itself in the form of 
fine du st on the plates of zinc. The per­ 
centage of gold extracted by this process 
is very large. 
A large parcel of fine 
su lphu r* ts from tb» * Utica mines y ielded 
an u v* rage of 9 3.1 * per cent of the gold 
valu e u nder the cy anide treatment, and 
similar resu lts have been experienced 
elsewhere in the state. 
The cy anide 
plants are being extended, 
and the 
noiseless process is every where becoming 
popular.— Fan Francisco Chronicle.
